Cancel claims 1-24. 
Amend claim 25 as follows: 

Claim 25 (currently amended): A pressurizable drink supply canister for a beverage 
dispensing apparatus In a refrigerator, said pressurizable drink supply canister 
comprising: 

a body adapted to hold a variable volume of a syrup drink supply under 
pressure, the body having a plurality of ends, each of the ends defining at least 
[one] a first and a second opening resoectivelv : 

a gas inlet valve mounted to a first one of the ends of the body, the gas 
inlet valve positioned at [a] said first openina [one of the openings], the gas inlet 
valve having: (a) an open position which enables pressurized gas to flow into the 
body to pressurize the syrup drink supply in the body; (b) a closed position which 
blocks flow of the pressurized gas from the body through the gas inlet valve; (c) a 
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biasing mennber which predisposes the gas inlet valve to have the closed 
position; and (d) at least one member which, when actuated, causes the gas inlet 
valve to have the open position thereby causing the pressurized gas to 
pressurize the syrup drink supply; and 

a drink supply outlet valve couoled to said base having: 
a SDOut with a lonoitudinailv extending throuch ooenino defined bv opposite 
ends, one of the opposite ends communicatino with the bodv of the canister 
through the second ooenino in the body and the other one of the opposite ends 
of said spout through ooenino communicating with an external environment of 
the canister, the soout through opening being sized and shaped so as to at least 
partially house a sealing member enqaqable bv the spout, the sealing member 
being displacable relative to the canister between open and closed positions to 
respectively enable pressurized svrup drink supply to flow from the canister 
through the second opening in the bodv and to block pressurized svrup drink 
supply to flow from the said second opening in the body, (a) a connection 
m e mber removab l y connect e d to a second one of tho ends of tho body, tho 
conn e ct i on member posit i oned at a s e cond on e of the op e nings; and (b) a 
rotatable member, coup le d to tho connect i on momb o r, th o rotatabl o m o mbor 
rotatable botwocn:

supp l y to flow from th e body through tho second op e ning; and 
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ijii) 0 closed posit i on wh i ch b l ocks flow of tho pressuriz e d syrup 

dr i n l < supply from the body through th o second opening.

Claim 28 (previously presented): The pressurizable drink supply canister of Claim 25, 
wherein the gas inlet valve is removably attached to the first end of the body. 

Claim 29 (previously presented): The pressurizable drink supply canister of Claim 25, 
wherein the gas inlet valve includes an umbrella valve. 

Claim 30 (previously presented): The pressurizable drink supply canister of Claim 25, 
wherein the gas inlet valve includes a grommet. 

Claim 31 (previously presented): The pressurizable drink supply canister of Claim 25, 
wherein the gas inlet valve includes a pierceable sealing member. 

Claim 32 (previously presented): The pressurizable drink supply canister of Claim 25, 
which includes a first mating member connected to the body which is adapted to co-act 
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with a second nnating member of a drink supply canister holder of the beverage 
dispensing apparatus.
